The Battle at Canemaugh. 

On the 20th of May, the bugle ws* strand- 
ed, the skirmish line drawn in, and the forces 
under charge of brother S. H, Ba*hor, began 
a vigorous attack on the enemies' line. 

We foond them strongly entrenched, occu- 
pying a commanding position, Their center 
waa commended by General Opposition ; the 
right by General Prejudice ; the left, by Bre- 
vet Willful Ignorance. Their center was 
poorly supported. ''General Moseby" had 
killed and wounded so many his con- 
science smote him, and he accepted a position 
under the Government. We had expected 
General Christian Co-operation to assist ns, 
but he had just finished reading the life of 
John Fitz Porter, and concluded that discre- 
tion was the better part of valor. It was 
said of Jt-ff Davis — when the war was over — 
all he wanted was "to be let alone." We did 
not attack Goneral Christian Co operation, 
although desertions from his ranks were not 
on frequent, and quite a number of the enemy 
have fallen into our hands ; thanks to good 
generalship. We are glad that we have not 
only routed the enemy and taken a formida- 
ble position, but, in the language of P. J. of 
Ohio, feel pretty thoroughly established. 

The battle is over ana we are preparing for 
another attack. We have subscribed upon 
our banner, two by letter, three by relation, 
fifty by baptism ; so fifty- five have been add- 
ed to Johnstown congregation, whilst brother 
Bashor was among us. Conemaugh is in the 
Johnstown congregation. We were loath to 
part with brother Bashor, lor he labored earn- 
estly and faithfully for the encouragement of 
ot the church, the advancement of the cause, 
and the conversion of sinners, and by so doing 
has inspired ns with new zeal for the cause, 
more love to God ; and we truly believe, has 
been the means of promoting harmony and ef- 
ficiency in the great work of saving souls, and 
leading men and women to live higher, purer 
and holier lives, and we farther believe, by 
the grace of God, a healthier influence will go 
out from the church, be felt in the Sabbath 
school, Bible class, prayer-meeting ; and In 
the near future be realized by the church, in 
the conversion of precious souls. Among our 
new members some arc aged, quite a number 
of heads of families, young men and women in 
the prime of life, and some Samuels, young in 
years, but stable. Our earnest prayer is that 
God may abundantly bless brother Bashor' s 
labors at Covington.
